However, if one may formi 
any Notion or Idea of him from this 
Work, for I have iecn no other of his, 
it is certain he is a great Humourift, 
very Satyrical, but with a great deal of 
Wit and Pleafantry, on all Cohditions 
of Life, but moft of all on thofe of his 
own Trade. In what Efteem he held

\ He is ai rigorous and riioft excellent 
Morilifl-, and as divd-ting as inftruc* 
live; and has that Arc and Addiiefs

Hs is admirably Sentcntious,and hft 
Difcourfe on Fable is an excellent ticcc;

great Admirer, and cannot forbear re- 
fleQ:iftg even on his dear La F<>n« 
TAiNE, as being too much prejadiced 
in Favour of Qiiintilian f.

Bat 
what then, might not a Doctor of 
Sorbonne tranflare the Iliad into French 
for him? And that's full as well. 

But all this Freedom of cenfuring 
Antiquity, it mufl be remembered, our 
Author has before-hand excufed on ac- 
count of Variety of Sentiment (the Salt 
of Friendfliip) and that, One]houldal^ 
Ways /peak painly what Orfe thinks^ 

And in reality, if La Motte fol- 
lowed thisMaxim, .no one cvQrthought 
(fince no one ever f}^oke) with greater 
Liberty than himfclf. With what Free- 
dom does he addrefs himfelf to the 
King and the gfeat Men of his Court? 
In this certainly hedifcovers aiMagna- 
nimity of Soul, and Uorightnefs of 
Heart. Princes and great Men, all love 
to be flatter'd, than which nothing can 
be more pernicious. He is a true Friend 
who dares tell them the Truth, tho' 
never fo difagreeable ; but it is the 
Intereft of thofe who are about them, 
to keep thefe at a diftance: However, It 
is an eternal Truth, that fuch a Retinue

But I cannot help fn^ihng, when I 
read: bow frankly he addreffes himfejf 
to the Duke Regent in the Fable of the 
* EagJe and the Eaglet'. He bids that 
Prince remember, That thefe Fables 
were fox LEWIS (for fo he calls his 
own King) that he thinks, to make 
them more agreeable, there ihould be 
a hundt-ed Copper Plates, for which 
be plainly tells the Regent, he muft 
have two Thoufand Crowns, a very 
flender Reward, he fays, for nof 
praifiog him. This was fair Warn- 
ing to thofe that were to come after, 
who, no doubt, gave him fuitable En- 
couragement ; for indeed no Book of 
this Kind ever yet appeared with fo 
many ilhiftrious Patrons;- and un^ 
doiibf edly they were much in the right 
to encourage Men of Letters, whofe 
Bufinefs it is to tranfmil down to Pb- 
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fterrry the virtuous A£fions of the 
Great, which Envy (for its Objeft is 
Excellence) v/ould othervv^ife detrad: 
from and vilify* 

lam afraid, Sir, I grow tedious in 
my RemarksonMonfieur La Motte; 
indeed I have run greater Lengths than 
at firft I intended; I fliall therefore only 
beg lea ve to obfer ve curforily one or twor 
Things more, and thin conclude. 

This Gentleman fcenrts to have the 
utboft Averffon to Arbitrary Govern- 
ment, and dares lay fo* Through al> 
his Fables may be difcovered a Spirit 
of Liberty. Liberty! The greatcft 
Bleflihg Mankind can- enjoy. With 
what Bbldnefs rfares he difcourfc of the 
Duty of Kings? He fays plainly they* 
were ^fade only for their Subjefts 
Good, that they (hould not crufh nor 
opprefs them, but love them as their 
Children ^, and exercife Jnftice, mixed 
with the greatcft Clemency. And^ 
certainly naone who has ever been ac-

Another Thii>g that I obferve oi 
this Author is Candor ; for a» much 
an Origiiial as he is, he has made 
bdW with fome Fables (Ideas he calls 
them) which had been treated of by 
others: This he frankly confefles;

the World Juftice- It is evident that, 
the Fable of the Turnip he took from 
Eruafmf^; the reft are as eafily account- - 
cd for, but of this enoiigh. 

La Motte is very levere upon the 
Critick$,and in thi?, perhaps, no more 
thaa they deferve; for certainly, a 
Critiek reduplicative fumftus («Vj?. 
gas grand Chofe^ as one faid of a Doc- 
tor of SoRBONKE, but) is iodccd the 
oddeft, and moft difagreeable Cow/>(^* 
turn in the World, a very {lender Por- 
tion of Senfe, and a great deal of 111- 
• nature, 
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nature, are the Pafte out of which this 
Dough-baked Animal is raifed, whole 
true Pourtrait we can no better have 
than in DENNIS^ that pedantick 
Tyrant oi Sicily^ of critical Memory^ 

Thus much for our Author, whom 
I own I cannot but highly value ; his 
Method is intircly new, and furpri- 
zingly engaging, and whom for that 
Reafon I dengn fpeedily to correfpond 
with. Others may think otherwife, 
for as he himfelf well obfcrves. There 
will ever be Variety of Sentiment^ and 
every one will fpeak as they pleafe. 
For Example, and Til fpeak my Mind, 
I know but One of my Country-men 
that could be peculiarly fuccefsful In 
Writings of the fame Kind ; and, in 
ihadowing to us fuch fabulous Pi6lures 
full of the &me folid Inftru&ion ^ and 
this ^ the Author of mpft crf'our SPeBa^ 
tors^ Tatlersy and Guardians^ the in* 
comparable Sir Richakd Stjeele, 
who has gained as great an Ap[daufe 
in the Brencb Language, as (was I, as a 
Tranflator, aever ibcoretous of Fame)

Thefe Fables were Jirft printed at 
PariSj in a beautifiil Edition in Quairo, 
with fine Cuts to each Fable, which 
prefently went ofF, and was fucceeded 
Toon after by a Third Edition in 
Twelves, and is now printed, I iin- 
derftand, at Amflerdam. The Original 
is in Verfei but can by no means 
be tranflated into Englifi} Verfe with 
any Beauty, our Poefy not allowing 
thofe Liberties the French cannot help 
making ufe of (nor is it fit it fhould) 
where they do not much ftand upon 
Number, and where two Lines (mil 
rhyme with the fame Word, a$ is too 
often the Cafe of ouc Author in thefe 
Fables* I have therefore mad$ Choice 
of the Drefs in which they now appear, 
and Without Vanity I may fay, they 
have loft nothing of their Beauty by 
changing their native Climate.

^5^^g ed, that they ftand not in need of ariyr 
Recommendation. I fliall therefore 
only obferve, That thofe who have a mind to 
read his iViftp FabttSy\vou\d do well to perufe 
beforeJiand, the Difcourfe prefix'd, Vfon the 
^rt of vpriiirig Fable after t/Efofs Manner. 

The Author here gives us^ not only a ja» 
dicious Epitome of the Hiftory of the prin- 
cipal Mythologies^ but alio his own Senti- 
ments of the Manner they took to chaljc out, 
as it were, the Ont^Unts^ and then to finifh 
the T/4» of their FMes. He not only men- 
tions the GrteH and L^in Writers of that 
kind^ but alfo the Moderns, from the 2^f»r6 
even to the Indians^ and whilft he is thus^ 
talking of ^fof and "Phedrus, of Fontaine^ 
and T^ilfajy he never invidioufly takes away 
from their good Qualities, but gently re- 
prehends the Errors they have fallen into. 
However, he ftates the Rules by which they 
fuccelsfuUy went, and always keeps clofe to 
them himlelf^ where they are confident with 
the Beauty of his Matter j but judicioufly 
takes leaveto depart from them, where, if 
a ^ too* 
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flraiten his Senfe ; Preferrbg always (as a 
good Writer ou^lit) fiiu dvdjoli^ StntimetJtj^ 
before the atbitray^ Kefiriflian hnybfed hy Rule/. 
The End of FaWe is to iniftrua agrcei*ly j 
and whatt imports ic^ which. Way a JVtan takes^ 
provided that Way brings him too that £ik1 ? 

Whether a Man follows the Simplicity of 
^j£fif^ defij^^e of all kind of Qriiaimetucs* 
whac(bever, or^ whether ptoQiQg into the 
Tafte ofLafemmne ; he employs alJtheForcc 
of that kiiKi of Pleafantry and Drollery, 
which feldom ri&s above the Stik of free 
and eafy Converlatioa j or whether he mo- 
rali2«s in a Marnier more reftped, and inter- 
weave with the Fable the Beauties tad the 
Charms of Poeiy, 'tis all one and the fame 
Thing, provided he has the Felicity to hit: 
the Mark heaims at, he has fuiEcJently gained 
the Point J and there is no Room for Ceofuring 
an Author who inftrttfts, and who pleafes,, 
about the Manner which he takes to do it. 

1 could here fpeak, by the bye, of the firft 
Inventors of Fable, who are the Orientalifls^! 
as it appears even by Scripture it felf, and 
ftow, that this Art fubfifted many Ages be- . 
fore t^fop. I could likewile enlarge on that 
Species of Fables that are fiiled Parables, of 
which we find many Examples in holy Writ, 
where, that they were in Ufe in the moft 

an- 
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antient of Times, appears plainly by thdt^ 
. <wf, which Nathan very artiftcially-made ufe 
of, in order to draw out of David's own 
Mouth, the Acknowledgment and Confeffi- 
onof his Fault, in the Affairs which he had' 
with VrUh and 'Saikfiebai Our Saviour him- 
felf has long fince confecrated this Manner 
of conveying Inftruftidn into the Minds of 
Men, by conde (bending? to make- ufe of it 
with fo much Weight and Gravity, and at: 
the lame Time, with fuch a winning Power 
of Addrefs (if in this Place, where H E is 
fpoken of, fuch a Word may be altowed) that 
there never was any Thing in Nature. written 
which comes near it ; but to throw alT this in- 
to a clearer Light would require a large and 
elaborate Treatife, and to give it the Graces 
which Monfieur De La Motte has beauti- 
fully given to his own ; or indeed, to aim at the 
Imitation of them, would demand much more 
Leifure than I have, and require an Imagina- 
tion left fatigued than mine muft necemrily 
be, by reafon of the Subjefls lb vaftly diffe- 
rent, which I am obliged to imploy my Mind 
about for carrying on this Work. All his Pe- 
riods are realty and indeed Sentences, expref- 
fed in a manner fo^elicaJe, that no Body can 
imagine, that it is in the Power of a Man to 
produce the like, in a Work fent forth in a 
hurry, with that which he compofed with the

(for great Reputations irh alwiyctf 
Poftbumous)^ they are not contented 
t6 raife him. above all Writers that 
*trent before him, but they exclude be* 
fi)rehand all thofe who fbaU come sfur 
bkn from the Honours which are their 
dix. 'They loudty declare that no:6ne 
wiH everbe able to arrire at his Per^.^ 
fe^ion y and that thofe who (hall at* 
tempt it muft be looked upon as full of 
Raihae&and Vanity^ and are ikre to 
receive a large Portioa of Contempt 
for anEmuIation which however fome* 
tknes might be happy in the Event. 

This Difpofition of the Publick is 
indeed but too proper to terrify a hap* 
py Gefiius called by Nature to purfue 
the felf feme Caule: But who being 
difcoHraged t>y-tbis im(H'lldeot:Exclufiw 
on9 defms from running that Race at 
the Goal of which he is lure to receive 
flO Lawrel; he is forced to open new 
Waysi^hcre he cannot travel fo hap-^^ 
pily^nd^itisifaeftibliibk^bytlju&frt^t^?

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ganf, and at laft for very Faults and 
Blemifhes. People will not siVc 
therafelves Time to reflefi that there 
are miny Beauties, which tho' not 
alike, may notwithftanding be moft 
agreeably difpofed, and make, tho* 
iiot the fame, as fine a TiflUe.

ingenioufly covered. He was to be 
jaleafed with the refpeQfui Artifice of 
JEsop, and forgive him the Leffon 
for the fake of hi& Addrefe and Ge- 
nius. 

. By this may plainly be feen what 
we Fabulifts *, and our Readers, are 
in Relation to each other. We are the 
Slaves, who are willing to inftrufl: 
them without making them Angry ; 
they are our intelHgent Matters, wno 
willingly reqeive the Truth,* fiDce we 
prtly leave them the Honour of find- 
ing it out. .

fo, without any View ^covering over 
a^iy ufeful Inftrufiion. But it wouM-^ 
be a Thing entirely monftrous and un- 
natural in Fable, to ui;agine it could 
fubfift without a Defign to inftruft and 
imtrof e. IR very l^ffence is^-mbolfcal, 
and*c0nfeqi^ntly is to fignify fome- 
> what more than what it litterally im- 
ports. ' -- -^ - '^ 

This Truth ougjit to be ipofl: copi-^ 
nipnly a moral otte-; tha^j's, ufef^t 
andiubfetvi^nt tothe Condudof Hu*-. 
maaLife- Fable is nothing el fe but 
Fhilofophy in Difguife, whicfi' only 
makes it fclf (Gay and Airy that it 
may inftruQ:, and: in re^lity^ al?^ys> 
fo much the more is iriftruQive, /the- 
more it is diverting and amufing. : 

A Train of Fiftions conceived and 
ranged in fuch a Lights would com- 
pofe aTrealife of Morality mprjegre^ 
ferrable, perhaps, than a Difcourfe 
tlie' moft. methodical and dircd. T^c ; 

t>e-^ 
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Definition of Virfues and Vices is no- 
thing more than a plain and fimple 
Speculation which no way moves; t^e 
Paffions. We only dryly learn, that 
Liberah'ty, for Example, keeps the 
middle R^nk between Prodigality and. 
Avarice, and we ardently imaginq^ 
oar felves Philpfopbcrs,, becaufc we- 
know how to define Good and Evil ^ 

Now Fable ^ does not encumber it 
felf with this dogmatical Retinue ; but; 
in painting Vice and Virtue in their 
true and nal^i^ral Colours^ infpires iti^ 
us an A verfion for thip pne^ and an la^^ 
dination lor the^ other, and liriakest u$t 
be fenfible. of oiir Duties, whrcH ^un-; 
dbubtedly is ever the beft manner of 
knowing them. 

Socrates hzd litcewife * Defign to 
preferit the ^X^orld with a Courfe of , 
Morality, enlivened with gay Exam-, 
pies, which were fo many Precepts, 
the Beauf ies of which fupported (if I , 
may fay fo) thei^ Solidity. And this 
Defign was well worthy a Philofoipher, 
whidi was' called tho Mi Jwife of tne*^ 
Thoughts of others. For my t^art, I; 
^ ^ Ihould^ 
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fhould very wiHrngPy give the fanre 
Name to Fable, wnich is indeed the 
Midwiife of par Sentiments and Re,^ 
fle^iofis, finc6 ;bf thofd ingenigus Ima- 
ges it prefcnts us with, it expands in us 
that feminal Mafs of Right and Juftfccf 
which Nature has ibwn fn u?,. anrf^ 
\rhich we too'ofieh ftiffe By oui;f»affi-] 

A FabulTftJIrouId^^ difdain thbfe tri-^ 
fling Truths which efcapc nor the VuU 
gar and the moft Stupid. It would be' 
a Thing very ridicufous indeed, to Ih-' 
vent a Fable to prove that vi'e areajjt 
mortal; But it wouM be a vcryfenfi-^ 
ble one that fhould tell Us, that Ociatfi 
is almoft always fudden, and uiipro-' 
vided to Perfonsof all Ages whatlbever.' 
And the Old Man that lived a Hun. 
dred Years, and complained thiat Deith^ 
feized him: unawares, is tous a feafon-; 
able MementOy and tells us how im^JrU-' 
dent we always aft, as if we were ne- 
ver to fubmjt to it, 

I might raijgje a moc^iftdfe' trifling 
Truths thofeviiiich have been dreftup 
in Fable, wfcre they norbappilf wpre- 

fented 
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fented under beautiful Images; it is 
true, this might be a Reafon to touch 
them over again, and place them in 
their true Light ; as for others, they 
by no trteans deferve our Confidera- 
tion. 

But there is no middle Road for an 
Author to travel in, he mufl: either in- 
vent or improve : For to what Purpofe 
would it be under the vain Pretence 
of fome fmall Differences, to fay over 
again what others have faid before. 

Thofe Heaps of Writings which on- 
ly multiply Words, and not Things, 
are a Shame and Reproacli to Learn- 
inp^ and the PuUick will always pay 
with as juft Contempt thofe empt^ 
Authors, who only robtbem.of tbeit 
Time under the falfe^ and chimericai 
Notion of fomething entirely newi

y^4^n^ cover it. -^pnEi^anipljei when 
M^of fold , the People 0M» were re. 
myqing at the Wedding of a Tyraot) 
tne l^bje of the Frogs, that were 
firupk wi^h..the utmpft Confternation 
when theyii^ard that the Sun was jjo- 
ing to be married; if oiie Sun, Bid 
they, foorcbes ^ fp much now, how 
fball w« be abl^ to fuffer the Heat of 
Ten or a Dozen Suns, his Children? 
This was without more ado, atonce^ 
to make the People fenHble of the wife 
Judgment of the Frogs, and to corre^ 
a rfdiei^us Joy, founded on an Event 
which rather Ihould have alarmed 
them with Apprehenfipns moft fright- 
^ and amazing: But. as for us who 
prppofc ojir Fables to Men of all Ranks 
Hb4. CoQd^tioi03, we^ it^ufl; make ufe of 
jt^esn ait^r a quitc^if&rent oKinner. 
. For aj we bayts to, do with all Sorts 
pf l^^adfrs, we npight be too high fi?r 
^ft)|5ip,';\Hbilft .W<r. are too plaiu for

:^ia^.1ilpfe^ ifUpofli^^k to pnQportioo 
ro one*s 
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one's felf all at once to every Body, 
We (hall tfiercfcrre a^ the moft iuft Part 
in marking put thii Fruits and Produc-^ 
tions of Fable, and that enough too 
for thofe who are lefs penetrating, thp^ 
at tlie Danger of doing too much for 
thofe who are more, and who for chat 
very Reafon will pardon fuch Sujper- 
fluity. ' 

But otheiwife, as our Readers, for 
the generality, are not in the Circum- 
ftinces pointed out by the Fables they 
read, their Inrereft does not fufficient- 
ly awaken their Attention, they are 
hot enough determined to niake an Ap- 
plication of the Image to themfelvesi 
and therefore there is undoubtedly a 
Neceffity, by a clear and diftinft Re- 
flejtion, to fupply that which had 
efcaped them by their indifference. / 

All this, I think, more than enough 
proves. That the Moral is much bet^ 
ter placed at the end than at the begin- 
ning of the Fable. If you put it *t the 
Jront, you ravilb from ydtii^'^Rei^l^i 
the Pleafure of the Allegory ;• I tin ki 
that Cafe^ohly judge of its Jifflifee, -birt 

can 
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fan by no means have the Honour of 
penetrating its Sen(e> ani^ I axfi yexed 
that you ^d not, imagine I had Capa- 
citytodofol . ' ! ' ■, : 

But on the contrary ^ if you referve 
it for the Clofe, my Mind through the 
whole Fable has all the Exercife and 
Employment it is capable of, and I 
am pleafed at the End of it to meet 
you where I fliall think my felf obliged 
to you in making me apprehend bet* 
tcr than I thought 1 could. 

La Fontaine beeins the Fable of 
the Husbandman, the Lark and her 
young ones, with this Proverb, Mi^d 
no bodies "Bufinefs Int your own : This 
Maxim was what Mso? dedgned to 
prove by this very Fable; Now after 
this Preparation, when the young OneS 
told their Dam, That the Husband- 
man had given Order to his Son to get 
their Friends or Relations to cut dowri 
all the Corn next Day, I fee before^ 
hand, without 1iny difficulty, wiiae 
Anlwcr the Lark will make to her 
young ; and the Preliminary Maxim 
has already advertifed me^ That nei- 
D tber 
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jher the Frieads nor Rektions of the 
Husbandman will conic; whereas, 
had he referred it to the opening of 
the Fable, I Ihould have had rill theii 
the pleafing Amufement of Sufpenfion^ 
or what is aiore agreeable, the Merit 
of forefeeing what muft happen. The 
Wit of Man is jealous of all the Prooft 
it may give' it felf of its Penetration, 
and it cannot, without fome Uneafi- 
nefs, fee it felf deprived of fuch Occa- 
fions that may do it Honour. The 
grand Art is to manage it as much as 
poflible, and then we may depend on 
Its grateful Acknowledgments ; it wiU 
efteem us fprightly and ingenious pro- 
j)ortionably as it receives from us an 
Opportunity of being fo it felf.

I cannot hinder fhy felf, at the Peril 
of a Digre(&on, from making one ge- 
neral Reflexion on this Subject. 
, It is the Nature of our Mind to ex- 
pe£l we fhould find out Rules; and 
thefe were not the Effeft of Caprice or 
Chance, but werte founded at firft on 
the Experience of what had pleafed, 
in cxpeQing bneihou^ difcover why 
the ^Things which had pleafed fliould 
do fo ; a Difcovery which confirms and 
eftablilhes Rules with much greater 
Certainty than Experience ; for Expe* 
fience is faulty and defeflive, and as 
oae does not fufficiently feparare fuch 
particular Circumftances which have 
an Influence on the principal Effed, 
we are for that Reafon too fubjeQ to 
be deceived in Relation to theCaufe, 
whether it be that we do not entirely 
comprehend ir, or not prizing it ac- 
cordmg to its Value, or often taking 
one for another ; whereas, the general 
Reafon of the Agreement of Things, 
taken from the Relation they have to 
our Undcrftandihgi is a Principle as

Miod,. «nd which putsi us i# a CoodH 
tloiiof lifittgiBverwitb AbjRity particu- 
Itr CirGumnanees to the Advamagp of 
tbe Dclign we propofe to our felres.

I'hey took a Harf, 
whicm the Lion divided in four Parts, 
and of which he took three Parts on thq 
different Prerogatives healledged^ and 
threatned him who fliould dare to 
touch the Fourth. This Society is not 
na tura I. The Lion made an ill Choice 
of his Fellow Hunters. His three Com- 
panions could not be any wife fervice- 
able to him, and they were of too fear- 
ful a Nature to join themfelves with 
a Hunter, whofe Prey they themfelves 
were.

The Soppo* 
fition of this Amoar is fo mnach the morel 
ridiculous, becaufe the Inventor lay 
under no manner of necefiity of makiag 
it; for it is certain, that Neceflity 
might jaftify ins fome fort, a rsifli At- 
tempt^ but here ft* this Cafe, fariroin 
being redluced to a Neceflity of feigning* 
fo abfurd a Prodigy to point out the 
Folly and Impradeoce of Lovers, h« 
mignt have made Choice of a Thou- 
IkM cither SyrnboJs that would as weJt 
have reprefekted fuch Truth without 
contradifting of Nature. Nature will 
everfornilbus with a fufficient Num- 
ber of juft Allegories for the different 
Occafions of Morality, without being 
obliged to do her any Violence bo thar 
Account ; and Art confifts in meafo- 
riog its Fifllions with Wit and Inge- 
nuity. 

I than DOW, on the coniFary; pco- 
^fe'an Image which fudly iarisfic9 
ibefe three Conditions which I believe 
are abfoiucely necftffary. 
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A^youhg Moufe takes his Leave of 
his Mother to travel, and fee the World. 
He does not go very far before a fud- 
den Fright makes him return home. 
He tells his Mother, That he had met 
a Creature whofe threatnrng Air had 
almoft frightned him out of his WitSy 
and hindred him from becoming ac- 
quainted with another between whom 
and the Mice there feemed to be a 
ftrong Sympathy. 

Afer this Piftnre which he drew 
of the Gock and Cat, his Mother dif- 
abufes him, and lets him know, That 
the Creature which had ftruck him 
with fuch panick Fear would never 
do any hurt to any Moufe aiive, where-:

delighted with, was their inveteratis^ 
and irreconcileable Enemy. 

This Image is juft ; for what etfe 
can it fignify but that one muft not 
judge Pcojde by their out fide ?

^sop tnerefore did very well to take 
the Refem.blance, and make Morality 
be played by fuch Adors that were fo 
proper for tW Purpofe.

When the Anions of Animals are 
very true^ the Sentiments and Dif- 
courfewegive them appears to us ip 
too. We think, alnjoft, we have np- 
thing elfe to do but tranflate tjieir Lan- 
guage, 
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uage^ and that we only want to un- 
erftaiid it to verify every Day what 
they are made to fay. 

But I mud beg leave here to prevent 
a Chicane made hereupon, and which 
perhaps is defigned only for me. 

When jEsop publifhed the Fable of 
the Crab, which reprimanded her 
Daughter for not going ftrait, and to 
whom her Daughter made this An* 
fwer, Go Strait your felf and FU imi^^ 
tate jQU : People did not tell him that 
the Fable was ill chofen of coun felling 
a Mother tagive her Daughter a good 
Example; and that the Comparifon 
was not juft, fince a Mother of our 
Species could change her Condud, 
whereas the Mother Crab could not 
move ft rail /people did. not then prefe 
the Comparifon after this manner, 
they contented themlelves with the 
firft Afped of the Refcmblance they 
few of the two Mothers. 

However, fome people have been

The Faniiliar h the general Tone, 
Stile, or Languageof Fable. As Ani- 
trials were the nrft AQors, it was be- 
lieved they had fufficient Education 
for that Employ, by having beftowe^ 
on them our Lartguagie the? the mbft 
ordinary; and People thought them-; 
felves obliged to make them fpeak as 
fimply as ihey aded. When other Per*- 
fons accidentally came in, the ma nner of 
Speech was already taken; People Were, 
willing to keep ft up, and even thfe 
Gods thcmfelves, in fpight of their 
Majcfly, where (breed to follow id 
this Cafe the general Rule 

And in reality there was a great; 
deal of Reafbn for maintaining Fable* 
after this manner. The familiar Stile* 
IS much more proper for Infinuatioa 
than the elevated : The latter is the 
Language of Meditation^) and Study, 
the former the natural Language of the 
Thoughts. We ftand upon our Guard 
agaiBft the one ; we never think of de* 

fending 
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fending our felves againft the other ^ 
and lottruftioQ will always exercife her 
Power on us with fo much the more 
Certainty the lefs jealous fhe appears: 
A compofed and formal Garb and Air 
does greater Prejudice than Service to 
her Regal Government and Authority, 

But this familiar Language required 
in Fable does by no means exclude its 
proper Elegance, and notwiihftanding 
the eafy Air which gives h its Cha- 
raflier, its Beauties are perhaps more 
difficult to find out than thofe of the 
elevated: This by a-great deal is not 
To liable to offend as the other. 

We perceive Things much better in 
a Language remdte from the vdgar 
Language, than we do in it, if one 
^s made a hajjpy Choice for the Oc- 
casion oneulcs it in; and yet it is ort 
this hajmy Choice all the Charms of 
theFjtmttiar likewife depend. Elevated 
Expreffions impofe upon and feduce us, 
tho they a re not the beft chofen, where* 
as the Farailcir cannot gain any Re. 
fpeSt but through Jufticeand a happy 
Applicatioh. 

Let 
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Objefts, not by rich and ftately Orna- 
ments, but only by pleafant and amu- 
fing Reprefentations. 

One Species of the merry Stile in 
Fable/ is to transfer to Animals thofe 
extrinfical Denominations we make 
ufe of one to another, as GoflTip 
Crow, Goodwife Hawk, his roaring 
Ma jefty, ^c. this ptaying with Words 
finely managed is very fertile and ex- 
renfive. 

• And as I apply to Animals thefe Hu- 
man Denominations, (b in lik^ man-^ 
ner do Ijgive them all that belongs 
thereto. Their Species h a Common- 
wealth, an Affembly of many, a Diet, 
a Convention, a Senate, having then- 
different In^infks, Regulations, Laws, 
Decrees. An ingenious Mafquerade 
which does not tend to conceal them' 
from our Knowledge, but only in 
them, the better to reprefent and Ulew 
us to our fflves, and which prefents 
all at once to the Imagination, both 
the Animai and the Man played un- 
der the fame CharaSer.

, Being uneafy at the Reception his 
W^orks met with, he complains of the

htm, by faying ^e did nothing *e!fd but 
copy ^sop; iipoq which he affures 
them that he invented, more than he 
toqk. "Others adciifed him Of WaviAg 
Ipoil^d tfie dHginal ; he boaff^^thaf he 
has b'rbiight it tb the, highefl Fcrfefti- 
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fH'&DKus does not make his Fables 
of much extent, but take him altoge- 
ther, he is -prolix in comparilph of 
iEsop. His Brevity is however very 
florid. He paints them out vi^ith fuit- 
able Epithets, and his clofe Defcrioti- 
dns very often are cbmprizM in om 
W'ord; nor does he omit to cwbemili 
his Works with fuch Beauties that i^evQ 
entirely unknown to the Inventor j 
Beauties however neceflary to Fable, 
the end of wliich is Inftrudidn. 

One reads over indeed a dry Allego- 
ty which is void of Di-ef§ and Orna- 
nient. but one thinks of it no more, 
and the Inftrufkion it contains quick? 
ly efcapes : Whereas particular Beau- 
ties often call it back to tlie Reader's 
Remembrance, and the tmpreflion of 
its Foundation renews it fclf every 
Time it is perufed. 

Ph^drus was not afraid with t|is 
Fables to interweave a Hiftory of his 
Time. He knew very well that Fa- 
ble did not confift abfolutfely in Fifti- 
on, butinaCotleGionof Circumftan- 
ces which conciiWed tiogether to make 
G 2 one 
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hii'fvuih undtfttpod. The Hiftbry 
jc'^felf then becam^'an^ Allegory, Pep- 
ple^did hot take it for a real Faft, but 
only as an Image, arid as t1ie Occafion 
of an important Reflexion. 
'J 1 carl . only reproach Ph^^rus fbr 
hiving piit the Moral at th6 fa'eglhT 
iiing^bf his JFabTes,' and fdmetim^s ,6ne 
that is too remote^ and S^^hich does not 
difljinftfy arife from the Allegory. 
^ Let tis, however,, do him the Ji;-- 
ftice .tie defervesJ He fet off with a 
grea;:y"dcat of Art the Simplicity of 
JEiqp.' Jle engages with a pleafant 
and defightful Elegance, which he al- 
ways contains within the Bounds of 
his Subjeft. But according to the 
. Ideas which I have given of Things^ 
1 find in him more Politenefs than Ge- 
nius, and lefs of the Merry than the 
Agreeable J and more of the Natural 
thaii the Sim^k.
